But the 
greatest of all these early French 
poster artists was. Julea Cheret, 
Originally employed in a litho- 
graphic establishment ‘in England, 
Cheret returned to France and soon 
made ,a- reputation as the foremost 
poster-antist of the world.

Fred walker, the first’ “British 
poster-artist . of distinction, was 
soon followed by Walter’ Crane, 
Dudley Hardy, Professor Herkomer, 
RA. Aubrey Beardsley, Julius Price, 
the Beggarstaffa Brothers, and 
many others, and a lst of famous 
names which could be continued to 
the day of Hassall, Fred Taylor, and! 
Septimus Scott, In 'F nee, Stein- 
lon, Toulouse Lautrec, and the rest 
of the gay company which suceced- 
ed Cheret, carried on the tradition, 

In 1888 the purchase of Millais’s 
“Rubles” caused’ considerable dis-} 
cussion, and the attention devoted | 
inthe Press to Pears Soap perhaps! 
helped to repay, Mr. Barratt ‘the: 
2,000 guineas he gave for. the copy: 
right. Furthermore, it gave pre-| 
stige to poster artista, who now 
include in, their ranks R.A.'s and 
other distinguished painters. “ He| 
Won't Be Happy Till He Gets ‘It " 
appeared in 1889, and achieved 
great popularity. 

Censorship 

One of the momentous events in 
the history of the United Bill-| 
posters’s . Protection . Association, 
was the. formation of their Censor- 
ship Committee for the regulation 
of the posters displayed on, the | 
hoardings. By its work many of, 
the prejudices which at one time 
threatened the interests of the 
trade arid its patrons, have been re- 
moved. 

‘An agitation for the official con- 
trol of poster ‘designs followed, and 
but for ‘prompt action by the two 
great trade ‘bodies, the United Bill 
Posters’ Association’ and the Lon- 
don Billposters’ Protection ~Assocla- 
ton, the law would probably have 
intervened, to the detriment of the 
public ag well as of the trade. Six 
members of .the Asagciations were 
appointed to act as a ‘Committee of 
Censors and thelr decision .in re- 
gard to any poster was made dind- 
ing upon the members. This Com- 
mittee exercised, and its successors 
still exercise, a very astringent cen- 
sorship, which has ‘been an un- 
mixed blessing from every point of 
view. 

But of all public work in which 
the poster has ‘been used, nothing 
can compare in importance with 
the part it played during the war, 
From humble beginnings, with one 
amall poster which contained Lord 
Kitehener’s appeal for 160,000 men, 
over 600 different bills. of many 
sizes were Isaued, ‘including the 
famous “What did you‘do in ‘the 
Great War, Daddy?” ,

SHIPPERS 


SIR JAMES PARR. 


Since the visit to Liverpool early 
dn October ‘of the High Commis- 
sioner of New Zealand the Hon, Sir f, 
James" Parr,’ K.C.M.G. renewed 
vforts have been made to develop 
the direct trade between New Zea- 
lund and Liverpool. It will” bo 
remembered that during Sir James’ 
visit. he was the. guest of the 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, 
who took the opportunity of show- 
ing -him the new: Gladstone Docks 
and the facilities ofthe port for the 
handling of New Zealand produce. 
The High Commissioner was great- 
ly impressed by all that he saw, and 


‘told the shipping officials at a Town'], 


Hall luncheon that he was ‘in great 
sympathy with any policy that 
would engender increased trade 
relations between, Liverpool and 
New Zealand. ere 

On his return to London, Sir 
James immediately made arrange- 
ments for an exhibition of New 
Zealand produce in Liverpool, and 
this was opened ty the Lord Mayor, 
when-Mr. L. A. P. Warner, C.B.E.. 


i (reneral manager ‘and secretary. of 


the Mersey Docks and Harbour. 
Board) urged-shippets of New Zea, 
land’ produce to se that their 
consignments came direct to Liver- 
pool, and not via London, ag 
hitherto, , He, pointed out that thd 
directs steamers would be available 
if only the shipowners trading to 
New Zealand were encouraged to put 
lnrge nnd fast liners on the service. 


* Cargo Returned 


Apropos Mr. Warner's 
marks, it is interesting 
that, the number of 
steamers which arrived at 
Liverpool in a direct service dur- 
ing the ‘year ending July 1, 1927, 
was 17, and to July 1 of the pro- 
sent yenr 19, while the imports of 
meat,’ cheese, and butter for 1925, 
1927, und nine months of the pre- 
sent year, were respectively :— 
Meat, 13,926, 14,632, 16,571 tons; 
cheese, 1,621, 2,541, 2,904, tons, and 
butter, 1,668, 1,826 and, 1,962 tons. 

Regarding the imports into Liver- 
pool of New Zealand lamb, the’ fol- 
Jowing figures are interesting, as 
showing that during June and July 
of 1927, there were in six cargoes 
no, fewer than 484,743 careases, 
while’ ‘from March 10 of the 
present year, to August 27, there 
were ‘landed in Liverpoo] 635,298: 
earenses. This indicates that the’ 
imports of New Zealand produce 
into Liverpoo} are increasing, and | 
that there is every possibility of 
development in Liverpool's trade 
with the Antipodes.

BOOKS—AND-BOATS —. 


‘As he sauntered through the 
narrow crooked streets of the little 
New England g2nboard town, on 
his way to the offices of the  Me- 
Intyre Fish: Corporation, Edgar 
Ferguson was at peacg with all the 
world. After seven . strenuous 
months in New York, working with 

a senior who-had no more imagina- 
ton than a comptometer, he had 
at last obtained his chance to handle 
a Job alone, Better still, it was an 
‘out-of-town, assignment; and a 

of all, it was by the seu. 

He sweleomed the Eeiciannlenaks 
ed breezes; examined with keen 
interest the dim interiors of ship 
chandlers’ stores, the lofts of sail- 
makers, and the netted expanse of 

“the fish-curing yards, He inhaled, 
with evident relish, the conglomer- 
ate odours of flah, tar, hulks, antl 
the indefinable smell of sea-washed 
piles, moss ‘green and. decaying. 
New York, with its hard glare, its 
restless elevators, “and surging 
human magses, seemed very far 
nway, Here, one Was in contact 
with elemental things, and age ald 
pursuits, He passed a hole in the 
~wall, im which, sat a cobbler,. an- 
cient. and bowed. An old grand- 
father clock solemaly ticked away 
‘the hours ina dark remote corner, 

Though . Eigay Ferguson had 
chosen accountancy ay a means of 

earnjng a livelihood, and thoroughly 
enjoyed his work, there was a 
streak in‘his mental make-up which 
demanded that «his professional 
activities should be linked up with 
‘the ‘realities of the business to 
which those- activities were ‘related. 
“In ‘other words, he wanted to see 
pictues” as a ‘Dackground for his 
analysis of costs and sales, assets 
‘and: Habilities.. “His previous as- 
signment had been auditing the 
‘pooks of a cotton mill with head 
‘offices in New York! But from the 
eighteenth floor of a skyscraper 
what can one see of cotton . fields 
like snow in October, and southern 
Negroes. crooning their plaintive 
songs, or exchanging native wit ?

Take the account “Maintenance 
and Repairs to Wharves,” for in- 
stance: 3 “Well,, there they are, 
just across the narrow slip of water 
that” separated the wharves from 
the plant and offices. The harbour 
waters lap their drooling ‘piles, and 
the noise of busy activity is Wafted 
across the water. And here, on 
thig side, is the skeleton of-a wharf 
that onee was; gaping. holes and 
‘yawning crevices are plainly visible 
‘in her rotting planks, Weather- 
worn and. sen-washed piles, with 
nothing to aupport, stick out of the 
avater at rakish angles, or, defeated 
because of the, Jack of that unity 

‘ which means strength to withstand 
the insistent pressure ‘of eternal 
tides, Me waterlogged amid the 
wreckage of lumber with which the 
shore is strewn. - To the artist, 
this , derelict . wharf would be a 
picture worthy” of brush of dry 
paint; but since it has, som2how, 
escaped the regenerating ministra- 
tion. a8 representéd ‘by the “Main- 
tenance and Repairs to Wharves" 
account, it Is no longer an active 
unit in the plant of the McIntyre 
‘Fish: Corporation. Nevertheless, 
many, times during the day, Edgar 
Ferguson's gaze, wandered away to 
the old ruined whant.

_SET uP 
“SIX'S” CHARGES CONTESTED

An answer to the critics who 


-|oharge the Bishops with disregard 


of the law, and assert that their 
newly-framed policy is a defance of 
Parliament, is made by the Bishop 


‘Yof Hereford, Dr. Linton Smith, in, 
the “Hereford Diocesan Messenger.” 


The article {3 the! text of an address, 
delivered by ‘the Bishop to ‘the re- 
cent Diocesan Conference. It fs 
designed to show that the Bishops 
have a dual allegiance to Church 
and Staté, and that their new policy 
ig legitimate exercise of the authori- 
ty vested in them ‘by. the former. 
It is of greater interest since it con- 
tests many of the points urged by 
the Home Seeretary. 
Necessity Knows No Law 

Dr. Linton Smith admits ” that 
questions of conscience may be rais: 
ed by the Bishops’ proposals, but 
dismisses as Unjust. the general 
charge that the clergy as a whole 
have. forsworn themselves In ,admit- 
ting any variation from the strict 
statutory form: of the services ‘of 
the Church. .. 

‘In the first place I want to say 
that.I believe it is an admitted prin- 
ciple of administration that. - the 
prossure of circumstances may over- 
ride the law,” he states, 

“The old maxim, ‘Necessity knowa 
no law,’ js the expression of that 
position. Now T put it to you that 
the change of life in the past 260 
years has been so great that the 
law which was, applicable then has 
become inapplicable in all its strict- 
ness now. 

"In the second, pinees to the of, 
dinary mind the words ‘lawful 
authority, connote nothing but Sta- 
tutory authority, the authority of. 
Acts of Parliament, But every time 


that I institute a clergyman to his- 


benefice I use a phrase in a legal do- 
cument whjch-reminds us that thera 
are two standards of authority re- 
cognised in the Church. 

“I refer to the phrase, ‘as are by 
Canon Law or Statute’ in such cases 
And men have come to 
the. conviction.that the authority of 
the’ Church, recognised in such a 
phrase bids them do certain acts 
with 
the ordinary and popular interpreta- 

‘thon of Statute Law.” 
Government by Consent 

Dr, Linton Smith ‘contends | that 
the dual authority of Bishop is 
recognised at his cdnsecration when 
he is asked if he will “correct and 
punish according to ‘such authority 
as you have by God's Word,. and as 
‘to’ you shall be committed, by the 
Ordinance of the: Realm.” . 

“I cannot interpret this a3 mean- 
ing anything else than that the 
Bishop qua Bishop receives his au- 
thority from the Church," he, com- 
‘ments, “but.that ‘in’ so'far as the 
Church ‘has entered into relationship 
with the State certain statutory au- 
thority .is conferred ‘upon ‘him: by 
the State. 

“Now it is quite clear that in, the 


; proposals which the Bishops are ‘put- 
| ting forward they are acting simply 


ag. ministers charged with ‘govern: 
ment in the Church of Christ.” They 
are acting only by such authority as 
is theirs through thelr consecration 
to thelr office.’ -

Captain Amundsen had quarrelled 
with General Nobile, but as soon 
as he heard that the general needed 
ald he volunteered to ‘search for 
him. General Nobile was aubse- 
quently rescued. , 

Captain Amundsen ‘was the first 
[man to accomplish the North-West 
Passage, and he reached: the Soutlf 
Pole in 1911. In. 1926 he flew over 


{the North Pole’in an airship. 


He became bankrupt in 11924. 
After the war his private fortune 
‘was estimated at £55,000, but this
